Some Prehistoric « Finds.” 


With the consent of the Council 


‘|of the Prince of Wales, excata. 


tions on certain parts of Ham 
Hill, South Somersetshire, are 
being carried ont hy the Somer- 
setshira “Archiv logical and Na. 
stural History Society, supported 
by voluntary subscriptions. An 
¢xcavation committee ‘hay been 
formed, and, Mr. H. St George 
Gray is directing the work in the’ 
field and recording results. Next 
year further investigations will 


Ham, or Hamdon Hill, whose 
highest point is 426ft, above sea 
level, is an immense ‘camp, tbe 
enclosed by the ramparts being 
about 210 acres. The earthworks 
in-places follow the 400ft. contour 
line and are about tbree milesin 
length... It is therefore, one of the 
largest ancient camps in the king- 
dom. - Much of the enclosed area 
-has.been quarried for the famous 
Ham stone, which.is formed of 
a mass of comminuted shella held 
together by an irony soltation, 
which gives it its delicate shade. 

This site haa already produced 
a large number of antiquities 
covering’the prehistoric, Roman. 
and later pericds, and come of the 
remains of the Prehistoric Iron 
Age and of the Roman period ar 
of.the highest interest. A few im- 
Piements of the Brorza Age have 
also been obtained, The relics of 
the early Iron Age found on the 
objects discovered in the Somerset 
lake villages, and include an ox's 
head of bronz*, curréncy bare, 
uninseribed coing, an iron dagger 
in bronze sheath of La Tene IT. 
period! ciren 200 Ba (figured in 
the “April number of the -Indéi. 
qungies Journal), another perfect 
iron dagger, the largest La Tease 
J. brooch’ faund’in Britain, several 
other fibule of the period, -a 
wheelshaped disc, perhaps con- 
nected with sun worship, and a, 
large'number of iron tonis of the 
period. 

The hill was probably only tem- 
porarily occtipied durirg early 
historic times, and its purely 
‘military Roman occupation: -by 
the Second Augustan Legion—is 
regarded as being of ebore dura- 
tion—just before the middle of tbe 
first century A.D., though there is 
evidence. of Romano British’ oc- 
cupation until the end of the Ro- 
man dominionof Britain.” One 
finds coing of. all dates from 
the time of Augustus and Marcus 
Agrippa dawn to Areadus. On 
various sites on the dill fragmenta 
of scale-armour have been found 
— perhaps to a greater extent than 
on any other Roman site in 
Britain. Part of one Jorica con- 
sists of over three hundred scales 
of bronz- alternately tinned. The 
lorica tquamiata dates probably 
early in the Roman occupation, 
when ‘troops ‘were  pacifying 
Southern Britain and constructing 
the Fosseway to Ex-ter, which, 
by thé by, passes within a very 
short dimtance of the northern 
spur of Ham Fill.”
